Four years ago John lL. Lewis, head 
of the l/nited Mine Workers’ union, 
was a candidate for the presidency of 
the national! labor federation.

CAPITAL FIXERS 
IN FORBES CASE 


Mortimer Testimony 
Bares Methods. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 

One of the aims of the department | 
of justice in the prosecution of the 
veterans’ bureau hospital scandal is 
to call attention to and perhaps end 
what may be called Mortimerism in 


Washington. 

Whether or: not Col. Charies R. 
Forbes and John W. Thompson are 
convicted in this cage, now entering 
its fourth week in Judge George A. 
Carpenter’s court, it will serve at least 
to show the methods of the brother- 
hood of fixers that infests every de- 
rartment in the national capital, and 
may warn business men what to ex- 
pect in seeking short cuts to contracts 
and favors. 

Elias H. Mortimer, in turning gov- 
ernment informant, has revealed him- 
self in his nine days on the witness 
stand as few men have been revealed. 
The book of Mortimer is an important 
book for the American people to read. 
Mortimer. in placing himself on the 
cross, has performed a_ service far 
from hig purpose, perhaps. 

Reveals Creed of Fixer. 

One of his volunteered gtatements 
on the witness stand furnishes the 
key to the situation: 

“Half the game in Washington is 
the selling of friendship.” 

Mortimer's profession in Washing- 
ton was that of fixer and red tape 
cutter. He made his living, and it 
was a iuxurious one, by having the 
entry to various departments through 
friendships he had cultivated. 

The gigantic veterans’ bureau, with 
the new $17,000,000 appropriation for 
hospitals, in 1922, furnished an unex- 
ampled opportunity for him and others 
of his profession. He made it his spe 
cial business to cultivate the friend- 
ship of Forbes, who had the handling 
of all this money without any check 
except that of the President himself. 

The evidence shows that Mrs. Kath- 
erine Mortimer, his young and attrac- 
tive wife, played an important part in 
these preliminary moves, although Col. 
Forbes denies that there was ever 
anything except a pure friendship be 
tween himself and Mrs. Mortimer. 
Col. Forbes will tell his story on the 
stand. Mrs. Mortimer may be a wit- 
ness for him. 

Having Forbes in hand, as he 
thought, it was Mortimer’s next move 
to get some one who wanted to buy 
what he wanted to sell. It was here 
that John W. Thompson and his part- 
ner, the late James W. Black, and the 
other contractors came into the case.

For doing almost nothing we 
had to pay them $10 a day. My bunk 
happened to be in the attic, and with 
a couple of. pieces of wood I rigged 
up a sort of triangle thingamajig simi- 
lar to what surveyors use.. I had ar- 
ranged the planes so that they were 
exactly in line, and by means of my 
triangle I could wake up at any hour 
of the night and, by merely rolling 
over, I could take a sight and see 
just whether one of them was adrift 
and whether the chief’s son was on 
the job. I didn’t trust him, so I used 
to wake up about every hour. Finally. 
he and his buddy decided that this 
was much too hard work, anyhow.

IF MORGAN MARCHES INTO 
~ MEXICO. 


J. P. Morgan is said to be about to put a loan 
in Mexico large enough to meet every government 
need and all needs of national development. That 
may not be true. It may be true fn part, but not 
in all. If it shov'd be all true a civilization might 
be created south of us. Then we'd touch te 
twentieth century across the Rio Grande and not 
the fifteenth or sixteenth. : 

Many of our forward looking friends of man will 
have tremors in the spine if Mr. Morgan does this. 
To them it will be imperialistic capitalism. It 
mic’ t i--....e prosperity, order, securit,; and mod- 
ern life on a helpless people. They have been pro- 
tected against all that so far and so long as our 
forward looking friends have their way the protec- 
tion wil] continue, 

Morgan’s money might build sewers, roads, elec 
tric power stations, railroads, and irrigation works. 
It might open wells and mines. It might raise crops 
and fatten etock. It might produce sanitation, hy- 
giene, and pay a large force of rurales who would 
keep order even in the mountains. 

It might build schools and pay teachers, build 
colleges and pay professors. It might put some 
energy in the peon. It might produce clean, 


bt towns and cities and clean, orderly people, 


all Bus¥ producing because there was an incentive 
to produce and live comfortably on the product. 

Then the wealth of the continent would be in- 
crea:.ad. There would be a market for American 
steel and machinery in Mexico. Telephone and 
electric ight wires would go all over Mexico. We'd 
be selling rails, cars, and car equipment. We'd 
be buying of], metals, and live stock. : 

Americana of the type which used to push out 
the frontier would carry their energy south, They 
would go into this newly opéned land if they knew 
that the fate which took Mrs. Rosalie Evans was 
not to be the fate of any American who bought and 
¢€ ‘eloped a prosperous ranch. They would make 
money for themselves and for the Mexicans. 

~»on there would be one level of civilization ‘rom 
the canal to the north pole, It might be a wicked 
achievement, but if so then we are making a mis- 
take in not reproducing Mexican conditions r>. 
here. 

Mr. Morgan’s money would be the money of 
American investors. Foreign money has made 
some trouble in the weaker American states and 
it has threatened to make a great deal. When the 
foreigners put their money in such a state they 
want it back or its equivalent and their govern- 
ments believe they are entitled to it. We object 
when a foreign squadron appears in a port south 
of us and starts its ammunition hoists working. 
The safe thing is to cause development with 
American money. \ 

Unless Mr. Morgan has deceived us all this time 
he wil] want security for a loan and if there is any 
repudiation he will want the United States to col- 
lect for him. The thought will scandalize the for- 
ward lookers, but what of it? 

The loan might do the work. The Mexicans 
might be scrupulous in regard to their obligations, 
intelligent in using the money and friendly to the 
country which had given them the lift to prosperity 
and order. Then that job would be done and 
everybody ought to be happy about it, 

If nothing like this happened and if Mr. Morgan 
were told to go jump off Brooklyn bridge for his 
money then the United States could and should 
eay: “See here, this won't do.” It is better to do 
it with dollars than with doughboys, but one way 
or th» other. That, probably, would be a perfect 
example of capitalistic imperialism, first sending 
in the dollar and then the soldier, but even that 
picture so black to the altruist seems to us to 
contain a brighter promise of dawn than any 
which has been offered yet. 

In either case we'd soon have the Mexican driv- 
ing his Ford over a good road to jazs at a barn 
dance or to see a movie at the village house or to 
have a dentist look at his teeth or have @ surgeon 
take out his kid's tonsils. Or he'd be sitting at 
honfe in a house of good plumbing on a clean 
street, getting W-G'N on the radio. :

CONNECT CHICAGO WITH | 
THE GULF. 


Mississippi river transportation service, says 
Secretary Weeks, has demonstrated its probable 
capacity as a self-supporting concern. That is 
pretty good for Secretary Weeks. The only time 
since the government fleet on the river has been 
completed and in operation that this section has 
not earned money, Mr. Weeks continues, is when 
the river falls below a six foot level. For an east- 
ern gentleman to whom the west is still only the 
great outdoors this shows unusual contact with the 
facts. Mr. Weeks could not be righter, sd far as 
he goes. We only wish he had gone further. 

For a barge line to make money without a north- 
ern terminal shows unusual vitality. What would 
it make if the few miles to Chicago were broken 
through? It does not have that terminal largely 
through delays and indifference of such eastern 
gentlemen as Mr. Weeks who administer those 
sections of the government that should push .t 
along. If it makes money now, it will make more 
money with Chicago at one end and New Orjeans 
at the other. ; 

Barging need not hurt the railroads. It should 
complement them. Coal, corn, sugar, wheat, sand, 
stone, automobiles, pig iron, heavy machinery, and 
the like are all better fitted for water shipment 
than for rail, and the railroads possibly could afford 
to ship them by water to save the extra handling 
and the wear and tear on roadbeds. In the year 
that ended in June, 1922, the federal barge line 
carried a grand total] of 655,789 tons of freight. Of 
this 171,902 tons was corn south bound, 86,959 tons 
was wheat south bound, 116,678 tons was sugar 
north bound. Up to September of this year, the 
federal government transported 800,000 tons of 
freight between New Orleans agd St. Louis. Had 
the line terminated in Chicago it would have been 
much more. 

Mr. Weeks is right, so far as he goes. And when 
the water level] drops below six feet in the Missis- 
sippi river, he might well take up the problem of 
Lake Michigan’s diversion into the sanitary canal 
Water for Chicago’s sanitation and for the Missis- 
sippi’s navigation are codrdinated necessities, and 
a war department that does not act on that prin- 
ciple must be exceedingly dense. 

Instead of regulating water diversion from Lake 
Michigan by the foot per second it should regulate 
it by the foot per year, or even longer periods. 
When the rivers are in flood but little lake water 
is needed to carry Chicago’s sewage and Chicago’s 
ships down the valley. In May and June a few 
hundred feet per second might suffice. The dry 
months of late summer and the winter ‘require 
more. Regulation by the average number of feet 
per second over a year period would give water 
when it is most needed to float barges above the 
six foot level on the Illinois and Mississippi system. 

We wish Mr. Weeks were as right in his larger 
view as he is in the details of river navigation. In- 
stead of obstru cting Chicago in its outlet south, the 
war department should codrdinate the sanitary and 
shipping problem. That would keep .. six foot 
level in the rivers the year round. It would not 
tap the lake reservoirs too deeply. It would open 
up the great lakes to the gulf.

HEAD NOISES. 


S a rule, when people of middle 

age and beyond write to me about 

head noises, I tell them to train 

themselves to disregard these 
sounds—not to hear them or not to let 
these sounds register on their conscious- 
ness. This is not so difficult as it ap- 
pears on first thought. We habitually 
disregard 9 per cent of the sounds that 
reach our ears. They do not register 
because we have trained ourselves not 
to let them do so. : 

These ringing sounds of-head noises do 
not begin unti] after we have reached 
an age at which it is not easy to learn. 
Nevertheless, it can be done. But the 
advice does not satisfy some people and 
I feel that I ought to tell them of two 
methods of which I have been reading 
lately. 

2. 

I have just finished De Parrel on deaf 
mutes. It is written by a Frenchman 
in French and will not be translated. 
His studies of deaf-mutism and deafness 
have impressed him more than ever of 
the importance of syphilis as a cause. 
The syphilis is sometimes inherited, 
sometimes acquired at or near the time 
of birth and sometimes caught tn later 
life. 


That the symptoms of deafness and 
ringing in the ears—head noises—did not 
manifest themselves until] middle : life, 
many years after earlier symptoms had 
disappeared, does not rule out syphilis. 
Therefore, the sufferer from head noises 
can consider the advisability of having 
his physician investigate the possibility 
that syphilis !s the cause, and if so found, 
to treat accordingly.

The second relates to the use of X-rays. 
This had been reported on by Dr. 
Richardson of Washington, Dr. Warwick 
of Fort Worth, Tex., and others. The 
X-rays are given in strong dosage di- 
rectly over the eustachian canal. The 
balance of the head and body are shielded 
by Jead plates. Sometimes these severer 
treatments are followed by milder treat- 
ments. The theory is that the x-rays 
destroy excessive lymph gland tissue in 
and around the walls of the eustachian

The mere fact that a veteran may 
have refused to accept the bonus is 
not yet final, and will not bar the serv- 
ice man or his heirs from filing claims 
until after Jan. 1, 1928. 

Veterans, therefore, will have three 
vears after Jan. 1 in which to file their 
applications, and any refusal made by 
a veteran before that date may be 
withdrawn by himself or his heirs.

The war department, which faces the 
huge task of handling the bonus, has 
tor some time been distributing appll- 
cation blanks. Fifteen million blanks 
have been printed and arrangements 
made for their distribution through the 
postoffice department, the American 
Legion and various military and civic 
societies. Printed instructions have 
been distributed containing all the nec- 
essary information relative to the act 
and those entitled to compensation un- 
der it.

Sixteen per cent acid phosphate ap- 
plied at the rate of 400 pounds to the 
acre in nine potato fields where the 
spuds were grown under the super- 
vision of the Missouri station this 
year, produced an increase in yield 
of more than fifty-three bushels to the 
acre, compared with untreated plots. 
In every case the potatoes grown on 
the fertilized plots were larger and of 
higher quality than the ones raised 
on land not fertilized. Leslie Kincaid 
obtained a yield of 296 bushels through 
the use of fertilizer, as compared to 
£00 bushels on unfertilized plots. 


If farmers produce better birds they 
will get more for the chickens and 
eggs they sell. Hoosiers have proof 
of the value of better bred fowls, which 
are the outgrowth of the lessons in 
good breeding taught at shows and 
colleges. 

Pointing out the significance of what 
better birds mean to Indiana flock 
owners, Prof. Philips says: “A poul- 
try shipper tells me Indiana poultry 
is regularly quoted at from 1 to 2 cents 
a pound above the current price on 
the New York market. We depend 
to a large extent upon eastern markets 
for the consumption of our surplus 
and look to eastern buyers to set the 
prices. A flock owner can soon figure 
up what the premium price means to 
him.” 


Pure Breds the Answer. 


Indiana farmers are getting more 
for their birds because they have been 
replacing mongrel flocks with pure 
bred fowls at a rapid rate for several 
years. More than 200 commercia! in- 
cubators are running at top speed in 
that state every season, and the bulk 
of their baby chicks ts sold to farmers. 
Thirty of these hatcheries, members 
of the National Baby Chick associa- 
tion, turn out more than 6,000,000 
chicks annually, which gtves some idea 


that fancy fowts should be able to 
pass the production test Production 
birds must meet standard qualifica- 
tions. According to Prof. A. G. Philips, 
head of the poultry department of Pur- 
due university, Lafayette, Ind, and in 
charge of the educational features of 
the Coliseum show, the problem in the 
past has been to get birds that would 
do this and at the same time produce 
economically.

Result of Codperation. 

An indication of what can be done 
within a few years by close codrdina- 
tion of farmers’ efforts was forcibly 
brought out by the soy bean growers 
of Illinois at the grain and hay show. 
Soy beans grown under the supervision 
of the Illinois Crop Movement assccia- 
tion took the grand champion honor for 
the second time. These are the only 
two championship awards ever made 
at the International. Chester R. Bo- 
land of Paris, UL, won the big prize 
this year with a sample of certified 
soy beans of the Manchu variety. 

In zones three, four, seven and eight, 
which tnc'ude the corn belt from Kan- 


ed at the Illinois experiment station 
ranks at the top with more than thirty 
varieties grown on experimental! plots. 
Most of.the varieties grown in the 
northern part of the corn belt mature 
a little too late to be safe from frost, 
according to Mr. Hackleman.

accuracy. Two new biographies are now in the bookshops, 
and both move a long way in that direction. One is by Miss Rosa- 
hne Masson and the other by John A. Steuart. The former 1s 
largely devoted to defending and rehabilitating old Thomas Stev- 
enson, the father of Lowis arid for many years a hobgoblin to the 
Stevensonians. The latter concerns itself more steadily with the 
private history of Louis himself, and especially with his carly days 
ip Edinburgh. 
_ Neither work is wholly satisfactory. Miss Masson states the 
case for old Thomas so eloquently that she makes herself forget 
(though the reader is not apt to) that he was, after all, a hard boiled 
Calvinist, and that living with him, in consequence, must have been 
pretty dreadful, despite his occasional sentimentalities. And Mr. 
Steuart, for all his scientific frenzy, writes so badly, and intrudes 
himself into his narrative so absurdly, that he is very hard to read. 
, Room thus remains for a biographer better than either—one 
able to see: Louis without illusion, and yet able to get something 
of his great charm on paper. He was surely not the towering 
genius that his worshipers have tried to make him, nor was he the 
chaste and peerless hero; but there was, nevertheless, a firfe talent 
in him and a dauntless and hearty courage, and so he remains very 
_ attractive, if not exactly edifying. His life, I believe, was more 
interesting than his books. He was the first poet in history ever to 
realize the dreams of the whole fraternity. He revolted against 
Philistinism, and he won. From his earliest goatish days in Edin- 
burgh to his last years on his south sea isle, watering his banyan 
trees and consorting with cannibal kings, he led his own life. Wher- 
ever he went, there a perfect Greenwich Village went with him.

EGARDING his books, alas, thére is some doubt. They are 

esteemed this side idolatry by many, but those who most 
estcem are not otherwise notable for the highdr judiciousness. His 
most ardent customers, I often suspect, are persons who seldom 
read any other author; in their dithyrambs there is often more than 
a suspicion of the naive enthusiasm which goes with too much devo- 
tion to a single handsome library set. _ 

Was he really a great essayist? I doubt it; his essays, in the 
main, are thin, conventional, and full of affectation. Was he a poet? 
I doubt it again; he wrote, perhaps, three poems worth remember- 
ing; the rest were drivel. Was he, then, a romancer of the blood 
royal, the heir to Scott and Dumas? I doubt it doubly and triply ; 
had he lived twenty years longer he might have made the grade, 
but as it was he never got beyond the first experimental rushes. 
What remains of him.that is genuinely solid and first class? Per- 
haps two short stories. Perhaps the better part of one romance. 
Perhaps the epitaph that he wrote for himself. Here Stevenson 
scored superbly. But elsewhere he mainly failed. | 

Mr. Steuart, in his biography, shows some of the causes of that 
constant failure. The trouble with Stevenson was, in brief, that 
be never achieved a manner of his own until just before his death. 
All his early work was baldly imitative, and he had such poor taste }- 
that he often imitated ninth-rate models. And in the work of his 
maturity, though he played the ape less sedulously, that habit of 
imitation survived. He changed his style two or three times a year. 

First this model and then 
that one seduced him. It was not until after he got to Samoa, and

A American inventor,who (as the writer stated) has complete

Now, I don’t pretend to know a great deal about the human ma- 
chine, but nevertheless no one will ever convince me that any man 
ever had control over his mind.

a Good Parent— 


But How to Excel 
as One. 


lik Loeb and Leopold trial dia 
this much for the fathers of 
America: it startled them out cf 
their habitual indifference to the 
home training of their youngm sons 
More small boys, high spirited, mis- 
chievous, willful, were apanked during 
that period than for some time past. 

More fathers asked themselves what 
they were doing by the way of pre- 
cept and example to prevent a dis- 
astrous ending to the careers of their 
young hopefuls. Many of them took 
on a new relationship with their SORS, 
looking into their studies, their games, 
their conduct — resolve¢ for the mo- 
ment at least to assume a deeper re- 
sponsibility in the constructive train- 
ing of their young. 

The attitude and behavior of a fath- 
er in relation to both sons and daugh- 
ters is of such paramount importance 
to their future that it is hoped time 
will not dull the forcefulness of the 
lesson learned by the atrocious crime 
of the two Chicago youths. 


His Interest Elsewhere. 


Some famous author said awhile ago 
that the average American father’s re- 
lation to his family puts his wife ir, 
the position of a semi-<divorced persoa 
When it comes to bringing up the chf- 
dren, he is an absentee and his wifa 
at least half a widow. 

Engrossed in business, the male par- 
ent’s interests lie outside of the family 
circle. Too many present day fathers 
seein to be under the impression that 
their paternal obligations are satisfied 
when they provide food, shelter, and 
clothing for their dependents. 

Dr. Louis E. Bisch, eminent psychol- 
ogist, in his book, “ The Conquest of 
Self,’ takes fathers into his confidence 
and tells them not how to be a good 
father, but how to excel as one. 

“You, as a father” he addresses 
them, “probably do not fully appre 
ciate the responsibility of your own 
position nor the influences that ra- 
diate from you. You have duties toward 
your children which you must not 
shirk. If, perchance, fatherhood now 
weighs heavily upon you, it will 
change to a real labor of Jove as soon 
as you awaken to the glorious oppor- 
tunities which your position as a 
futher afforda” 

Getting the Right Start. 

Chesterton, in one of his essays, says 
the supreme adventure of life is not 
falling in love, as is commonly sup- 
posed, but being born. It makes such 
a tremendous difference, he _ claims, 
down which particular chimney one is 
dropped. 

Home ties and home influences are 
never completely shaken off; so pro 
found is the influence of home life 
upon any individual, the psychologist 
contends.

Even the hardest driven business 
man could find more time to spend 
with his children if he feit the pater- 
na lobligation sufficiently keen. 


Setting an Example. 

Dr. Bisch says that to “excel as a 
father is the best investment of timo 
and effort that life has to offer.” 

But, first, father must study himse.? 
for the job—his adaptability, capabil. 
{ty, and achievements. He must ana- 
lyze his relationship with his wif; 
and see that it is harmonious and 
gatisfactory. If there is friction. in- 
father and 
mother, it is essential that it be kept 
from the children’s knowledge. 

“If you must disagree or bicker,” 
advises Dr. Bisch, “do it by your 
selves and out of their hearing. Never 
be stubborn in maintaining your side 
at the expense of the chiMren. If a 
question of education or punishment 
happens to be an issue between your- 
self and your wife, reach a solution 
somehow, before they realize there has 
been any discord.

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COSTUMES THAT DESCRIBE FASHION’S 
LATEST CURVES.

ARIS.—(Special Correspond:nce.)—The pres- 
ent weeks mark the close of three important 
autumn fashion months in Paris, which run 

something like this: Created in August; Bought 
in September; Worn in October. That brings us 
up to a point where’ the final consensus may be 
read, written about, and adopted by the followers 
of fashion. Probably the first, and most important, 
exposition of what smart Parisi:nnes and Ameri- 
cans intend to wear from the thousands of offer- 
ings of the August openings occurred at the Salon 
d’'Automobile at the Grand Palais in October. 
Everybody who is anybody in fashionable con- 
tinental circles attended—thz men to look at the 
newest stream lines in cars, and the women to con 
the latest studies in fashions. The exhibits of 
automobiles were no less important than the in- 
formal exhibits of the choicest models that come 
from the grands couturiers. 


. One of the important tendencies I observed there 
is the change in the position of the incurving line. 
This shift in anatomical position revealed the 
fallacy of a popular notion we have had for some 
seasons—that the outcurving line above the hips 
and the incurving line below are sure slenderizers. 
We.all went about with our gowns and coats 
slouching around our waists, dripping. off our 
shoulders, malforming our figures abovz the hips, 
and hugged tightly below, with not enough space to 
take a decent step without jeopardizing every seam 
below the waistline. This pouter pigzon silhouette 
was supposed to be a panacea for all the ailments 
of avoirdupois running above one hundred and 
forty. The newest silhouette, predominating 
amongst the smart visitors of the Salon d’Automo- 
bile, proved the contrary, and relegated the upper

“For Slender Women Only” brigade. They have 
replaced it with the silhouette, which is to be seen 
in our first offering, a model from Worth, worn at 
the Salon d’Autemobile. As you observe the line, 
which is one of the most generally accepted of the 
day, you can see it curves gently inward to the 
hips, and from that point flares a; gently outward 
again to within a few inches of the bottom of the 
suit.

Our second model is toned down somewhat in 
line to concede to the mo-t highly acceptable sil- 
hou-tte for the debutante, a gown that follows the 
authentic mode of the garconne, and departs just 
enough in detail to be awfully smart and dis- 
tinguished. This dress, which was worn by a popu- 
lar young member of the American colony in Paris, 
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is from Lucien Lelong, and achieved the unusual 
by combining the slim boyish silhouette with a 
supposedly incompatible concomitant of frills and 
laces. This inconsistency is its greatest charm. 
There is an air of severity about its straight jacket 
blouse and narrow skirt of black satin pekine,

Here we have 
a silhouette that is basically straight line, but whch 
Paul Caret has altered in a way to make an in- 
triguing variation. Lady Edgington, who designed 
this coat, creates successfully for the stately En - 
lish figure, and the model in question is definitely 
suited for those who are tall, lissome, and fairly 
rounded. She has made good use of the rever and 
the scarf, twisting the latter about the neck, pass 
ing it over the: right arm, and passing the big fur 
cuff that is attached to the end, over the right 
hand. The rever that is draped a bit where it is 
attached at the waistline ends over the l-ft shoulder 
in a wide band of fur. The left sleeve has a deep 
attached cuff of fur. The material of this original 
cost is zen-cla fleuri, in bois de rose. Worn over a 
satin gown of the same tone, with plaited ruffles, 
it was one of the most admired costumes seen at the 
Salon d’Automobile. 

The fourth model, which is one of the most suc- 
cessful illustrations of the changed in and out curve 
of the silhouette I have told you about, is from 
Drecoll. It was worn on the first day of the salon, 
where its simplicity and clear cut smartness made 
it decidedly conspicuous. The material is green 
ottoman, a conspicuous fabric success of the new 
season, and Drecoll has cut it to suggest delicately 
the lines of the figure above the low waistline, 
with a flaring skirt that finishes in a luxuriou: band 
of gray fox. A row of small buttons holds the 
high collar snugly in place, and continues down the 
front of the waist, whil: the skirt swings open to 
give. a glimpse of the narrow white satin slip 
beneath. 

There is just a suggestion of the troutadours 
in the draped girdle that bands the hips closely 
and ties at the center front, which piquantly re- 
calls the days of the picturesque in costume. The 
long tight sleeves that are fitted to the wrists tn 
gloyelike smoothness are perfect, and are the type 
that seem to find the highest favor for all generat 
daytime costumes.

BRIDGE LUNCHEON SETS. 


T is rather near Christmas to begin 
making presents, but if one has 
ime these sets will surely be ap 
preciated. 

Two colored linens are used both for 
the cloth and doilies — yellow with 
brown, blue with yellow, green and 
blue or green and yellow. lavender 
with light blue or yeilew. lavender 
almost indefinitely. Make the center 
of the table cover a little larger than 
the top of the card table and set on a 
deep hem of the contrasting color— 
usually using the darker color for the 
hem 

The ordinary table top measures 
about 30 inches, and for this the linen 
should be cut by a thread in a 82 inch 
aquare. One quarter of an inch in 
from the edge draw a thread—on all 
four sides—and above this three or 
four more. The linen for the hem is 
cut 11 or 12 inches wide—making a 
hem when finished 5 or 6 inches deep 
This hem is mitered at the corners. 
This is, perhaps, the only difficult part 
of the work. To make the corners. 
fold the hem strip through the middle 
on the length. which will give you the 


em ha reached lay the hem open and fold the 
addressed 


cloth across one corner, making the 
fold come across the point where the 
fold of the hem will come Cut tha 
cloth away across this corner, about 
one quarter of an inch below the 
crease you have made. 

Now fold the hem back in place 
down one side, letting the raw edge 
of the corner stay out flat, then turn 
in the raw edge the rest of the length 
and fold the hem in place aligng the 
edge. and you will tind you have a 
beautiful looking corner The folded 
back edge is hemmed down over the 
edge that was left out flat. the hem 
— not going through to the right 
side. 

Do all four corners in this same way 
and then baste the hem to the cloth. 
having the turned-in edge on both 
sides come exactly at the bottom of 
the threads that are drawn for hem 
stitching. 

Hemstitching is fascinating work 
and should go fast. If one wishes, 
some pretty design may be embroidered 
either in one or all corners of the 
cloth. 

The doilies may be square or oblong 
and are made the same way as the 
cloth—making the finished hem one 
or one and one half inches wide.

250 micromicrofarads, preferably the 
latter-——-12x7x3-16 panel, single circuit 
jack. rheortat, grid leak and rrid con- 
denser, trbe; socket, baseboard, bind- 
ing posts, etc. 

Assuming that many of our readers | 
will desire to build a more pretentious.

As a result, while 
we lead in the production ot raw ma- 
terials, it is the workmen vf Europe 
who supply the «orld markets for 
manufactured goods.”

May Solve That 


Christmas Problem

HRISTMAS and the annual ex 
hibition of American painting 
and sculpture at the Art institute 
synchronizing with a. certain 
conversation serve to write my story 
for me this week.

ber who think of paintings as some- 
thing inaccessible—something only for 
millionaires—many of them who do 
not know that in the Art institute 
right now are acceptable things as low 
as $150—and some acceptable bits of 
sculpture for less. 


True, a number of the pictures in 
the exhibition are too big for the mod- 
ern home. Many of them are studies 
and as such inappropriate. But there 
are dozens of them that are not only 
suitable and decorative but which will 
materially increase in value within a 
short space of time. 


* Henri Gutherz of the tnstitute staf? 
will be in the galleries to give advice 
that comes from many years’ experl- 
ence in the business of buying and sell- 
ing pictures. 

Of course, I do not recommend buy- 
ing pictures solely as an investment. 
If you buy them for that, they won't 
be! The wise way is to buy them the 
way you would your clothes or your 
food—-for your personal needs, to fit 
your house, your mode of life, yuur 
personality, your pocketbook and, best 
of all, you~ taste. 

Nor does it always do to buy a pic- 
ture because you admire that particu- 
lar painter. For instance, while I am 
a somewhat extravagant admirer of 
Artiur B. Davies, I would not care to 
possess the picture he has in the cur- 
rent exhibition, because I do not think 
jit worthy of him. It seems inarticu- 
late in composition to me. And while 
I think George Bellows is one of the 
most important artists in America, 
still ‘‘Emma and Her Children” does 
not stir in me the admiration that the 
portrait of the artist’s mother, which 
was purchased by the Friends of Amer- 
ican Art, stirred. I was delighted when 
I heard we are to have it permanently, 
because it is the kind of picture one 
can see again and again. It is full of 
the pathos of infirmity, full of. the 
homely tragedy of age amid a chang- 
ing generation. The picture is not for 
the modern house, however. 

But if T had a tiny apartment I 


os (Sreatest 


could build a strikingly lovely modern 
living room about the two pictures of 
Guy Pene du Bois called ‘ Cabaret 
No. 1” and “ Cabaret No. 2.” 

Or if mine were a living room with 
a French feeling and a lovely mantel, 
I could think of nothing more alluring 
than to hang a wide mirror over the 
mantel, and opposite to it Nicolai 
Feschin’s “ figure” to be charmingly 
reflected therein and to make one turn 
and look for the original 

There is not a house In all the land— 
saving the periods—which would not 
be enriched in the possession of H. L. 
Hildebrant’s “The Little Bathers,” 
which is my possessive choice of the 
whole exhibition. In size, it is perfect 
for a home; in color, it is enchanting. 
[It has an exhilarating quality of tone 
gradation and—besides—that blessed 
speck of humor. 

Other nice things are a picture by 
Max Bohn, two by Ross Braught, a 
fine decoration by Wilbur Walter 
Hausner, called “The Hippodrome,” 
and a delightful little Sargent. Be- 
sides these there’s a number of pic 
tures appropriate for the perfectly con- 
ventional home, not too expensive, by 
such men as Frank V. DudleyasaJ. Jef- 
fry Grant, and Wilson Irvine, who, in 
spite of their polite, almost social atti- 
tude towards art, paint skillfully for 
just such a purpose.

Buying a picture is like adding an- 
other window to your home—a magic 
window, through which each looker 
sees a different distance and a different 
scene, but a magic casement none the 
less, like the one in the verse, “ Open- 
Ing on the foam of perilous seas, in 
faery lands forlorn.”

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THE OUTLINE OF SCIENCE 


MAMMALS. 


‘N an earlier chapter we bave Gealt 
‘with the evolution ef animals in 
+ seneral, their baunts or habitats. 

their everyday functions, their be- 
havior, and what we have called the 
dawn of mind. Here we select one 


discuss them in the main from one 
point of view—how they are suited to 
the particular conditions of their life. 

The genealogical tree of animals 


" splits at the top into birds and mam- 


mals, and these are on quite different 
lines of evolution. They are not related 
t@ one another except to this extent: 
that they have a common ancestry 
among the extinct reptiles, as we have 
already seen. For, just as birds sprang 
from some uncertain stock of bipedal 
dinosaurs, 60 mammals must be traced 
baek to another extinct reptilian stock 
-—-the cynodonts. These cynodonts 
{algo known as therapsids) occur as 
ttiassic fossils in Africa and North 
America; though they were genuine 
reptiles, they had very mammal-like 
skulls. Thus the teeth may be distin 
guished as incisors, canines, and mo 
lags, as in a dog; hence the name cyne 
dént, “ dog toothed.” 

‘The eariiest mammals were smal! 
cneatures, the largest no bigger than 
arat. The teeth of some of them indi- 
cate insect eating, the teeth of others 
peint to a herbivorous habit. The 
sharp incisors of some types may have 
béen used to piece the eggs of waning 
Ginosaurs. According to some authort 
ties many of the early mammals were 
erboreal—denizens, perhaps, of estu- 
afine and swampy forests. The advan- 
tage of such a habitat or mode of life 
is suggested by the scant vegetation 
of the arid ground. 

‘During the geological middle name 
(mesozoic) the mammals did not mak 
much headway. Their opportunity 
whe not yet; it was still the age of 
réptiles. The mammals continued a 
little folk, probably for the most part 
arboreal, keeping qut of the way of 
the huge carnivorous dinosaurs, 


“talking terrors such as the world 


never saw before nor since.” 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
giants disappeared, and the pygmies~ 
head their innings. With the dawn of 
the tertiary time, the mammals began 
to possess the earth. Their giant ene 
mies had gone, and it is probable that 
the vegetative conditions © more 
favorable. The grass began to spread 
like a garment over the earth, 

Progress was at first very gradual; 
the early tertiary mammals were stil! 
pygmies and with very small brains; 
but the point is that they began to 
radiate out into old fashioned mar- 
supials, carnivores, and hoofed mam 
mals—some of the last attaining ele- 
phantine dimensions, 

As the primitive and archaic mam- 
mals disappeared there rose up in their 


 gtead the mammals of the modern type 


—#ith better brains and more plastic 
feet and teeth. We refer to such fam- 
files as cats, horses, elephants,. and 
monkeys. The original headquarters 
were probably in some northern or 
circumpolar land which enjoyed a 
warm and equable climate.

, The Egg Laying Mammals. 

There are three strange Australian

The mother adjusts matters so that

The milk might “go 
down the wrong way” and choke the 
‘offspring were it not that the glottis 
(the entrance to the windpipe) is shunt- 
ed forward in the young creature 50 
as to press against the posterior nos- 
trils at the back of the mouth. Thus 
breathing goes on undisturbed by the 
injection of milk. A similar adaptation 
is seen in the baleen whale—another 
mammal—when it is rushing through 
the water with its great mouth agape.
